Carmack , Ru shv ille high school 
instru ctor, at the week ly lu nch­ 
eon session of the Ru shv ille Ro­ 
tary clu b Tu esd ay a t the Mason­ 
ic Temp le. 
He referred to the Nazis of 
Germany , th e commu nists 
of 
Ru ssia, the fascisti of Italy and 
the rep resentativ e 
rep u blican 
gov ernment of the United Stat es 
of America. 
Mr. Carmack was p resented by 
Ralp h 
Morgan, 
who 
was 
in 
charge of the p rogram. 
H arry DePrez of 
Shelby v ille 
and Ev erett Light, new instru c­ 
tor in ind u strial arts in Ru shv ille 
high school, were introd u ced as 
gu ests. Way ne Bened ict was also 
introd u ced as ju nior R otarian 
from Ru shv ille high school 
for 
the m onth. 
Facism was fou nd ed by Mu s­ 
solini, Mr. Carmack said , in 19 19 , 
and althou gh formerly a p acifict, 
he d oes not hav e to ex p lain his 
p resent war-lik e attitu d e becau se 
he is d ictator.

Terre Hau te, Ind ., Oct. I (A*)—

strik e started Sep tember 22 as 
conferences between u nion of­ 
ficials and op erators on work ing 
cond itions got u nd erway . 
Frank B arnhart, p resid ent of 
District ll, United Mine W ork ­ 
ers of America, said new u nion 
contracts will be d ated as of to­ 
d ay . 
He annou nced wage p ro­ 
v isions of the new contracts call 
for an increase of the basic d ay 
wage from $4.57 y 2 to $5.9 7 V2, and 
th a t an increase of 70 cents a 
d ay has been arranged for men 
engaged in actu al p rod u ction of 
coal in the strip mines. 
These 
increases will bring the d aily 
rate for the latter two grou p s to 
$7.45 and $5.27 £ , resp ectiv ely .

Growers wh o p roduce m ore th a n five 
bush els a y ear m ust subm it to a string ent licens­ 
ing sy stem — and if th ey p roduce m ore th a n th eir 
quota, a h eavy fine m ay be levied ag ainst th em .

Th e new law did not h ave A dm inistration sup ­ 
p ort, and seems to be regarded coldly by Secre- 
ta iy W allace.
